MILLION 1IIIGRAHTS.

A FEW da} s ago the Immirfiation Bureau at 


Washington reported that the grand total of immi- 
gration to this country from the fiscal year ended 
{September V30, 1820 to the close of the last fteca 
year was 26,852,723. This is equivalent to about 
one-third of our present population. 


An examination of immigration statistics shows 


many Interesting things. In 1820 only 8,385 aliens 
came to our shores, but since then the number has 
grown steadily, until in 1907 the high-water mark 
was reached with the arrival of 1,285,349 immi- 
grants. 
year showed a big falling off from 


this figure, due probably to the hard times, the 
number being only 782,870, or a little more than 
one-half the 1907 arrivals.

I know you didn't 
really mean that," or "Nonsense, I was off the key 
all the time," or something else equally awkward. 


Some people realize it is simply embarrassment. 


Others are offended at her ungracious reception of 
their well-meant words. It is unfortunate, for like 
most of us who are trying to make our way in the 
world, she needs all the friends she can possibly 
have. 


It isn't necessary, of course, to go to the other 


extreme and chime in with those who praise you 
That IB as bad as Mlf-dl»para«»1TI*lrl*- 


I shall never forget hearing a m*n accept praise 


in that way once. He had a rather good tend* voice 
nothing extraordinary. He had been singing at the 
request of some friends and they Had thanked him 
and politely praised" his voice. 


"Yes, I like my voice," he responded, slmperinfly. 


It was quite the flattest thing I ever heard, 


There Is no need to either disparage or nralfe 


oneself.

In feict, If you can really feel that way—and If

east, but htre In Japan the east Is 
hustling Itself. The hustle is so great 
the expense «o heavy, the future s 
problematical, that the world is asking 
Itself what -Is next upon the program 
of the Japanese and 
whether this 


"plunger" among the nations will not 
meet with crushing reverses. 
Leav- 


ing for the moment the question of 
the aims and the destiny of Japan as 
aH-orld power—putting aside the \exefl 
equation in w,blch the factors are high 
-taxes, burdensome national debts, ex- 
travagant army 
and navy 
outlay, 


large subsidies to enterprises of doubt- 
ul outcome—the visitor who returns 
:o Japan even after a brief absence is 
impressed with the rapid passing (,.- 
Old Japan, and the rapid upbuilding 


>f New Japan. 
Since this country became conveni- 


ently near to the west through the 
mproved transportation facilities that 
resulted from its doors being opened 
o the world's tfade and travel, the 
island empire has been the happy 
hunting ground of the tourist who has 
a penchant for the picturesque 
Some 


of the plcturetqueness of Japan is be- 
ng destroyed as the country is bemg 
reconstructed in the image of its ad- 
vanced neighbors overseas. 
This is 


causing those who loved the Japan of 
a generation ago because of its quaint- 
ness to lament. There Is also material 
for the ruthless western Joke in some 
of the methods adopted by the Japa- 
nese to attract the attention of the 
tourist to the "sights" of the country- 
To illustrate, there are now along all 
of the railway lines large square signs 
upon which are catalogued the "points 
of Interest" within reach of the sta- 
tion by foot,'by jlnrlksha "or by car- 
riage. One reads with 
amusement 


thafT there are 
cherry 
blossoms in 


season—a mile and a half from the 
station tn an easterly direction There 
are plum blossoms 220 yards from the 
station In a westerly direction. 
To 


southward 400 yards there are Iris 
flowers. Due north three miles there

Within an incredibly short time 


Japan has gone west, as a young na- 
tion ahould do, and has picked up a 
good deal of -the best that Is In the 
west, appropriating It to her own nee«s 
nnd to the uses of those 
who are 


strangers within her gates. The gov- 
ernment, so the protesting occidental 
Insists, calmly appropriates the patents 
of firearms, from rifles reduced to fit 
the arms of a Japanese soldier to can- 
non large enough to fight another Rus- 
sian navy. Private enterprise, so the 
foreign business man avers, snaps ap 
the useful trade mark that selis a 
western-made article, sticks It upon a 
native article, and markets the illegit- 
imate product with a clear conscience 
and a bulging pocket, 
placing sub 


stantial reliance In the courts of his 
land to arrive at a truly oriental ver- 
dict of "not guilty" when he Is hauled 
up by the proprietor of the genuine 
article to answer for his conduct. But 
all of this Is far from the care or ken 
of the idler who comes to Japan to 
move here and there across a pastel 
country and nibble the lotus flowers 
of contentment amid scenes that sootne 
the eye. Nine times out of ten he is 
as little moved by the Incongruities in 
the aspect of things, caused by the 
westernization of Japan as he is by the 
"grouch" of the gun maker <or the 
proprietor or proprietary articles And 
he is very much pleased to find that 
he has about him all of the comforts, 
of a home to say nothing of the luxury 
of --perfect 
service which he cannot 


get at home, no matter how long his 
purse. 


Hotels Modern. 


Tokio and Yokohama, it is true, are 


cursed with hotels which 
have 
tne 


western vice of charging stiff prices 
together with the oriental fault of pro- 
viding third rate accommodation, but 
neither Toklo nor Yokohama Is Japan 
In most of the other cities and small 
resorts frequented by the traveling 
public the hotels 
meejt the require- 


ments of the westerner much 
more 


fully than thwe of any other part of 
the east with the exception of the few 
awakened spots In China. A few years 
ago the Japanese mind could not con- 
ceive of a sane person getting into a 
tub of cold water in the morning. The 
result of this^diosyncrasy was that the 
most elaborate instructions looking to 
the preparation 
of the matltutinal 


cold tub resulted In the water being 
tepid 
A little further back in Japan- 


ese history filling a tub with fresh 
water for each tubber was considered 
unnecessary. 
Nowadays the newest 


hotels provide tub and shower baths, 
with hot or cold water at all hours 
far all and sundry, and • rooms 
are 


equipped with stationary waahjtands 
Japanese hotel men have sent-repre- 
sentatives to America—whence* come 
the majority of the visitors t'o this 
country—to learn what is required of 
fir»t-class hostelries. 


Japanese tialns, upon the important 


railroad lines, are equipped .with din- 
Ing cars conducted upon the most mod- 
ern and western plan. ' Upon these cars 
one may have a five-course dinner for 
one yen—the equivalent of a half dol-

He 
was foimerly water superintendent for 
the Colorado Midland railroad in Colo- 
rado City. 


In bis complaint. Worth says that 


he ha* not received any of the stock 
mentioned In Powers' farewell 
note, 


which, he says, Is the only document 
In the form of a w ill left by Powers. 
Me claims that th» stock had a value 
of 11,000 at the time of Powers1 death, 
»nd has since paid a dividend of 1150.
